EVERYBODY COUNTS 


R esidents across the 

borough have been 
returning their census 
forms in a bid to 
make this the most successful 
population survey ever - helping 
to secure vital funding for services 
in Hackney. 

Information collected during 
the 2011 Census will be used by 
the Government to calculate how 
much money each area in the 
country receives for key services 
such as housing, public transport, 
health and education. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “I urge everyone to return 
their completed census as soon as 
possible. In these difficult financial 
times, it is more important than 


ever that our borough receives all 
the funding it’s due for the services 
that everyone relies on.” 

Events run by the voluntary and 
community sector; helpdesks in 
libraries; and volunteer helpers in 
Council receptions all saw a surge 
of people getting assistance to fill 
in their forms before the official 
Census Day on Sunday 27 
March. 

However, it’s not too late for 
residents to do their bit for the 
borough, because the deadline to 
return forms by post or online to 
the Office for National Statistics 
is 6 May. 

Glen Watson, Census 2011 
director, added: “Having 
responses from over 13million 


households nationally already 
is really great, but we want 
everyone else to make sure they 
are counted, too.” 

From 6 April, census collectors 
will be visiting every household 
that hasn’t yet returned a form, 
to offer advice, or issue a new 
one if needed. They will also be 
reminding people that they are 
required by law to complete 
the census. 

Everybody living in a property 
must be included on a form, 
regardless of nationality. The 
information is kept confidential 
by law and can’t be shared with 
the Council or any other 
organisation. At the last census in 
2001, more than 25 per cent of 


households in Hackney didn’t 
return their questionnaire, which 
meant the borough lost out on 
£57million of Government 
funding in the last year alone. 

Residents who haven’t received 
a form, or need a replacement, 
can visit the census website, or call 
the helpline, which also provides 
support for people if they are 
having problems completing the 
form. Hackney libraries staff are 
also on hand to help.

To anyone who hasn’t yet 
completed it, I urge you to fill it in so that Hackney 
receives the money it needs from central Government for 
services such as housing, public transport, health and 
education. 


The census is run by the Office for National Statistics and 
takes place every ten years to count the UK’s population. 
The figures are used by Government to allocate money 
between each area of the country to provide vital local 
services over the next decade or longer. The information 
helps to determine the amount of money each council 
receives to provide adult social care, youth services, 
children’s centres, libraries, leisure centres, street 
cleaning and much more. 

It also decides how much money goes to local NHS 
services such as doctors, dentists, opticians, pharmacists 
and hospitals.

News in brief 


Resident banned from estate 

A MAN has been banned from a Hackney estate for five 
years. Alston Lynch, 24, of Downs Road, E5, was given an 
Anti-Social Behaviour Order (ASBO) preventing him from 
entering Clapton Park estate until March 2016. 

The prosecution came after Kings Park Safer 
Neighbourhoods policing teams, working with the Council, 
created a three-month dispersal zone on the estate last 
year, following complaints about anti-social behaviour 
from residents. 

The zone gave police officers power to disperse groups 
whose presence was likely to cause harassment or 
distress. Thames Magistrates Court heard that Lynch had 
been part of a group that loitered on the estate for hours on 
end, intimidating members of the public. He was regularly 
moved on by police and arrested on numerous occasions 
for breaching instructions to leave the area. 

Lynch was convicted of ‘contravening a direction in a 
dispersal zone’ and fined £1 00, plus £1 5 costs, on 22 
March. A ‘bolt on’ ASBO was also granted by magistrates.

Tribute to Elizabeth Taylor 

ONE of London’s oldest youth clubs is planning a tribute to 
screen legend Elizabeth Taylor after she helped save the 
venue from closure over 45 years ago. 

Widely recognised for her philanthropy and charitable 
campaigning, the Hollywood icon donated £5,000 towards 
rebuilding the Pedro Club in Rushmore Road in 1965. The 
money was raised at a West End premiere of her film ‘The 
Sandpiper’. 

Founded in 1 929 by Baroness Elliot of Harwood, the club 
was reopened in 1 969 by Taylor, its then vice-president, 
and her husband Richard Burton. 

The actress died last month, aged 79, and the club hopes 
to dedicate one room to her, with an image of the 1969 
visit as a wall mural.

First glimpse of Handball Arena 



Hackney Today got a sneak preview as the final 
touches were put to a 201 2 arena set to become a 
major venue - and an exciting legacy for residents 


T HE finishing 

touches are being 
put to Hackney’s 
new 6,000-seat 
stadium - the Handball 
Arena - completed 
ahead of the 2012 
Games. 

Mayor of Hackney, 
Jules Pipe, and four 
councillors were 
among 

the first residents to 
get a sneak preview 
of the impressive 
venue. 

It will be 
London’s third 
largest indoor 


arena, but with attention 
focusing on the Stadium, 
Aquatic Centre and 
Velodrome, it is one of the 
Olympic Park’s hidden 
gems. 

The building has more 
than 3,000sqm of external 
copper cladding - most 
of which is recycled - that 
will weather as it ages. 
Retractable seating means 
the arena will work equally 
well as a community sports 
venue as for concerts. 

It was designed by 
Make architects, the 
company founded by Ken 
Shuttleworth, who is best 


known for his work on the 
‘Gherkin’ in the City of 
London, while he was at 
Foster and Partners. 

The group, which also 
included Deputy Mayor, 
Cllr Karen Alcock, Cabinet 
Members, Cllr s Jonathan 
McShane and Guy 
Nicholson, and Hackney 
Wick Cllr Jessica Webb, 
saw the finishing touches 


being put to the arena. 

Cllr Nicholson, Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration 
and 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, said: 
“This is an impressive 
example of contemporary 
architecture at its best. 

Its quality and the speed 
at which it has been built 
are a credit to the British 
construction industry.

LASSIC buildings, 
green new 
developments, 
world-class shows - 
the borough more 
than holds its own in the 
theatre stakes. 

But one N1 venue has 
been quietly reinventing 
itself, determined to place 
itself as the number one 
community theatre for 
young Londoners. 

“It’s about emerging 
talent and young people 
taking chances with their 
creativity for the first time,” 
says Hayley White, Hoxton 
Hall’s Group Director. 

Offering a platform for 
young talent, the theatre 
focuses on participation 
for young people across the 
performing arts. 

“The work is almost a 
by-product, we focus on 


using the creative arts to 
raise aspirations and give 
young people the confidence 
to promote themselves,” 
she adds. 

And Hayley is prepared 
to back this up with stories 
about former and current 
attendees: from an under- 
performing pupil who 
secured a job only after their 
future employer realised a 
shared interest in theatre 
to a 19-year-old currently 
featuring in Simon Pegg’s 
alien comedy film, ‘Paul’. 

The theatre also works 
with the Council’s youth 
service on anti-crime 
projects, such as music 
workshops. Hayley says: 
“Some children we work 
with are disengaged; a lot of 
them reach 16 and no one 
has ever asked them ‘what 
do you want to do, where 


do you want to be, what is it 
that inspires you?’ Because 
we have the right approach, 
engaging them, they get the 
best benefits.” 

In recent years the Grade 
II listed building has played 
host to Katy B, The XX and 
hip hop showcase nights, 
and now has two music 
rooms, an art studio and a 
computer suite that young 
people raised the money 
for themselves. 

As for what it shows, 
Hayley says: “We pride 
ourselves by having 


engaging projects that 
young people come to.” 

This spawned its new 
Hoxton Select project, a 
commissioning programme 
that sees young members 
choose what they want to 
see on stage. And its talent 
agency, set up two years 
ago - Hoxton Street Casting 
- gives young members a 
chance to perform to agents. 

Hayley explains: “Last 
financial year we got 
Hackney kids £50,000 
paid work. Over 80 young 
people in excess of 80 jobs.” 


Not everyone can be on 
X Factor, she admits, but 
‘there are no barriers, you 
just have to be in the right 
place at the right time with a 
little bit of support’. 

After a difficult period 
in the early 2000s, when 
Arts Council funding was 
withdrawn, Hayley was 
brought in to fundraise and 
turn around the theatre’s 
commercial fortunes. 

Just over a year later 
and to her surprise, the 
former theatre producer 
was asked to become group 
director. In under four 


years the hall’s turnover 
has jumped from £200,000 
to £700,000; it has just 
received £1 million from 
the Council as part of 
its ‘MyPlace’ project to 
create youth centres in 
the borough; and is now 
bidding for more grants to 
renovate the building.

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I’ve just started clearing my garden, which got 
pretty scruffy and neglected over the winter. I know 
the Council collects garden waste and I’ve got a 
Brown Bin for that, but I am not sure what day of the 
week to put it out. 

A: The Council collects garden waste from homes once 
a fortnight. Your collection will be on the same day of the 
week each fortnight, and Brown Bins should be put out 
by 7.30am at the front of your property. 

If you have a lot of garden cuttings, you might want to 
order an extra Brown Bin or some 
compostable sacks. 

The sacks are also useful for 
people without space to store a 
Brown Bin. 

A calendar highlighting the 
collection days for each round 
is currently being delivered to 
properties, so look out for yours. 

Once collected, your garden 
waste will be composted and 
reused in Hackney’s parks.

World TB Day events 

STAFF and volunteers from Homerton hospital and the 
Council were out and about on World TB Day, promoting 
services and helping residents understand that the 
disease is curable. 

Tuberculosis (TB) is a particular threat in areas like 
Hackney, where there are high-levels of deprivation. 

Dr Jose Figueroa, Deputy Director of Public Health at NHS 
City and Hackney, said TB most commonly affects the 
lungs. It is spread from person to person via droplets of 
saliva. 

He added: “If you have symptoms- which include 
coughing up phlegm or blood, fevers, night sweats, 
feeling tired and unwell and weight loss - please contact 
your GP immediately.” 

Although TB cases have risen nationally since the 1 980s, 
infections in Hackney fell by nearly 1 0 per cent between 
2005 and 2009. 

The awareness raising events took place on 24 March 
at the Hackney Service Centre, Homerton hospital and 
Dalston shopping centre. If you are worried about TB,

What can years of 
the census teach us?

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M ANY readers 

will have recently 
filled in a census 
form - helping 
the borough secure vital 
funding in the process. 

The census takes place 
every 10 years, and as well 
as counting the number 
of people in the UK, it is 
used by the Government to 
decide how much money 
different areas need for 
essential services like health, 
education and housing. 

The first census took 
place in 1801 and old 
records are a mine 
of information when 
researching family and 
local history. For example, 
the page above from the 
1851 census shows the 
Valentine family lived at 6 
Shoreditch High Street. It 
details their ages, including 


head of the household, Elis 
Valentine, 80, and the fact 
they employed a servant, 
Ann Godfrey, aged 14. 

It also shows how the 
people listed were related 
- Elis was living with his 
two unmarried daughters, 
a widowed son, and three 
granddaughters - and what 
their occupations were. 

Elis and his son were both 
dry salters (dealers in a 
range of chemical products, 


including dyes and food 
preservatives), while one 
granddaughter is listed as a 
‘scholar’ ie schoolchild. 

Although the first census 
was taken 210 years ago, 
most surviving records only 
date back to 1841. Hackney 
is lucky to have some 
rare records from 1811, 
1821 and 1831, although 
these just cover the former 
parish of Hackney, before 
it expanded to include 


Shoreditch and Stoke 
Newington. These records 
are not as detailed as the 
later censuses as they do 
not list the names of every 
family member, but they 
can still be helpful. 

The borough’s records 
have remained intact for 
every census year from 
1841, except 1931, which 
were destroyed in a fire, 
and 1941, when no census 
was taken because of the 
Second World War. 

Census records are 
confidential for 100 
years, so information 
after 1911 cannot be 
used for sourcing family 
history. Over the years 
governments have used 
census statistics to help 
run the country. When the 
first census was carried out 
in 1801, the information 


was used to find out 
whether the country was 
growing enough grain to 
feed the population, and 
if there were enough men 
to fight the French army 
under Napoleon. 

As central and local 
government took on more 
responsibilities, such as 
health care and education, 
the census became more 
detailed. Although 
individual records cannot be 
viewed, statistics compiled 
from it are available. Over 
the 19th century, the 


population of Hackney rose 
from 48,958 in 1801, to 
388,994 nearly 100 years 
later, showing London’s 
expansion outwards. 

In the 20th century, the 
borough’s population 
dropped by more than 
half, so that by 1981 it 
was down to 179,529. 
However it has risen again 
since and 207,246 people 
were registered as living in 
Hackney 10 years ago. This 
year’s census is expected to 
show another significant 
population increase.

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

Method 

•Blanch veg for 2-3 mins 


• Put orange juice into saucepan and add 
honey, herbs, cardamom pods and bring 
to boil. Reduce liquid by half and allow to 
cool. Add veg and leave for 24 hours 

•Heat a non-stick frying pan and add olive oil. 
Fry fish, skin-side down, for 3 mins, then 
turn and cook for a further 3 mins in the 
oven.
